Ho lland, Mich., No v. 25.— Whenever 
the sto ry is to ld o f the wreck o f the 
passenger steamer Argo , fro m Chicago , 
which struck a sand bar while attempt­ 
ing to enter this harbo r iu the early 
ho urs o f the mo rning, the name o f Ro b­ 
ert Smith will be held in veneratio n. 
The life-saving crew had labo red ho urs 
in futile attempts to reach the stranded 
ship. 
Men and wo men passengers and 
the crew sto o d helplessly at the end o f 
the life-saving line, no t kno wing ho w 
to manipulate the breeches buo y that 
wo uld carry them 500 feet o ver the 
slender line to safety asho re. Then it 
was that Ro bert Smith sho wed himself 
a man 
who has in him the stuff o f 
which hero es are made. 
Lifebo at Is Manned Tw ice. 
Fo r ho urs tin' life-savers had vainly 
tried to ro w their lifebo at to the wreck, 
and had after repeated effo rts 
been 
co mpelled to desist and reso rt to the 
canno n and the life line, it being im ­ 
po ssible fo r a small bo at to make head­ 
way in the flfty-mlle so utheast gale 
that raged o n Lake Michigan. Never­ 
theless when the life line pro ved use­ 
less the do ughty life savers immediate­ 
ly set o ut fo rano therfight in their bo at. 
This time they made mo re 
pro gress 
than at first, hut were still unable to 
reach the wreck, when a line fro m the 
Argo was caught by o ne o f the life 
saving crew. 
S m ith Po es a H ero ic A ct. 
W itho ut a mo ment’s hesitatio n Ro b­ 
ert Smith tied the line aro und his bo dy 
and plunged into the bo iling lake, to be 
dragged abo ard the wreck in a few mo ­ 
ments, badly bruised, but still able to 
direct the sending asho re o f the pas­ 
sengers and crew in the breeches buo y. 
Twenty-five passengers and 
thirteen 
o f tlie crew were hauled asho re, but 
Captain J o hn Stewart, with a few pick­ 
ed members o f his crew, refused to de­ 
sert the ship. At this writing they are 
still o n bo ard,‘the breeches buo y being 
kept In readiness fo r their rescue the 
mo ment the ship sho uld begin to sho w 
signs o f go ing to pieces.
